City Administration Asks $2,791,240 Budg

Palm Springs City Adm inistration handed the City 
Council its preliminary 1959-60 budget last night — 
which calls for $2,791*240 to run the city governm ent 


next year. 
This is an increase over l a s t 
year of $11,054. or only 04 per 
cent compared with 
last years 
increase of 9.4 per cent. 


B IT BECAUSE THE city “dur­ 
ing the past two years has been 
living beyond its means by spend­ 
ing large sums of previously ac­ 
cumulated 
re se ñ e 
funds." 
the 
city will have to levy a net in­ 
crease in the tax rate of 18.9 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. 
It was pointed 
out. 
however, 
that this increase m the tax rate 
will not really show to the tax­ 
payer until next year. The recom­ 
mended tax rate has been set at 
$1 380. or 3 5 cents higher per $100 
assessed valuation than last year, 
but the 15.5 cents sewer tax. add­ 
ed to the tax bill last year, has 
been dropped from this 
year s 
budget. 


CITY MANAGER Dan Wagner 
said that the sewer tax does not 
have to be levied this year, but 
that it will have to be levied next 
year and will mean a 14-ccnt boost 
in taxes then. 
Wagner pointed out in the bud 
get message that for two years 
the city has been “ living beyond 
its means ’ and said that there is 
only $35.000 in cash balances left 
in this year's budget. Last year 
the cash balance left was 103.500. 
and the previous year the c a s h 
balance was $185 000. 


CURRENT STATE law provides 
that a property tax levy of more 
than $1 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion cannot be made against the 
taxpayer, and Wagner pointed out 
that this tax rate today in Palm 
Springs is 98 8 cents, 
only 
12 
cents under the legal maximum 
The tax rate is brought up to 
$1 380 by bond issues adopted by 
the voters. 
“ With normal cash balances.” 
said the city manager, “ this sit­ 
uation will become 
more of 
a 
problem in succeeding! years and 
the proposal to eliminate locally 


imposed budget restrictions should 
be submitted to the voters f o r 
their approv al as provided f o r 
by state law.” 


IN Bl'ILDING THIS year s op­ 
eration budget for the city, Wag­ 
ner said that he was forced to cut 
down departm ental 
requests 
as 
far as he possibly could. He drop­ 
ped a total of $102.000 from re­ 
quests of department heads and 
decreased the capital outlay fund 
$343 354 
less 
than 
last 
year's 
$559.740 
But other budgetary items went 
up: personal 
services. 
$994.768. 
up 
$52.822: 
m aterials, 
supplies 
and services, $448.696, up $71.449. 
other current charges ‘insurance, 
retirement, s t r e e t and o t h e r 
bonds'. $962.656, up $139.878; and 
debt services (interest and 
re­ 
demption payments for outstand­ 
ing municipal bonds’, $168,73*, up 
$90.259. 


FOR THE YEAR 1969 60 t h e 
a s s e s s e d valuation of 
Palm 
Springs City has been estimated 
at $63.500,000. an increase of $4­ 
232 630 over the last fiscal year 
Wagner recommended to 
t h e 
council that should the assessed 
valuation be higher than that es­ 
timated. that “ the new tax rate 
be retained.” 
Any 
surplus 
funds 
resulting 
from such a situation should be 
placed in a reserve for the financ­ 
ing of items previously deleted 
from the budget, or for unantici­ 
pated expenses, or for rebudgeting 
as cash balances next year, Wag­ 
ner said. 


THE Cm* COUNCIL will meet 
with departm ent heads and the 
administration to work on t h e 
budget on Tuesday and Thursday 
of next week, and on Wednesday.

90 per cent of it for agri­ 
culture 
But eventually the state 
will need more than 
50 million 
acre-feet a year. 


AND 
SOUTHERN 
California, 
which has only 10 per cent of the 
normal 
seasonal runoff, 
by the 
year 2020 will need almost four 
million acre-feet of w ater import­ 


ed from Northern California. 
The problem it to store the wa­ 
ter now wasting out to sea. pre­ 
vent floods, 
build dams, canals 
and aqueducts and get the water 
to the areas that need it.

Steele Unhappy With CV Committee Action

a meeting with Waiter R. Wright, 
Sr. and other members of t h e
